John P. Phair Swung. 


Hanged.

Winpbsor, Vr., April 10.—John P. Phair 
was hanged in the State Prison to-day for the 
murder of Mrs. Ann E. Frieze, June 9, 
1874. 

Phair was ignorant of the last effort of his 
friends to prevent his execution. He rettred 
at 4this a. m. and 

SLEPT WELL 
till 7, when he arose. He seemed resigned to 
his fate. The Counsel asked Governor Proc- 
tor this morning for areprieve to allow a ses- 
sion of the Legislature to intervene. but the 
Governor denied the petition. 

THE CRIME. 

John P. Phair, an iron worker, was em- 
ployed in the Lincoln Iron Foundry in this 
place on May 20, 1874, and continued there 
until June 9. About the middle of May he 
was introduced to Mrs. Ann E. Frieze, with 
whom he became very intimate. On the 
morning of June 9 fire destroyed the house 
occupied by Mrs. Frieze. Iller dead body 
was found in the ruins, bearing marks of 
wounds that in themselves, it was de- 
clared, would have been fatal. 
It was ascertained that on June 10 
a man signing himself on the register of the 
Adams House in Boston as E. F. Smith, St. 
Albans, Vt., ' had pawned a shawl, an opera 
Elass, anda ring in Boston, which articles 
were proved to be the property Of Mrs. 
Frieze. Experts testified that the hand-writ- 
ing on the register and on the pawn tickets 
was that of Phair, and the pawnbroker iden- 
titied him as the person offering the articles. 
He was consequently arrested, tried, econ- 
victed, and sentenced to be hanged on April 
6, 1877.

On the morning of April 6, 1877, the Boston 
Globe published Phair’s statement. It tilled 
seven columns. Upon the bulletin at the 
door was the announcement: Vermont is to 
hang a man to-day who claims that he is in- 
nocent. 

Mr. Marshall D. Downing, manager of the 
American Novelty Works, at 50 School street, 
Boston, seldom read the Globe at that time, 
but on the morning named bis office boy saw 
the Globe’s bulletin and spoke of 
it. Ile was sent for 1 copy 
of the newspaper, and Mr. Downing 
sat down to read the statement. When he 
came to the description of the ride Phair 
claimed to have taken between Providence. 
and Boston on June 10, Mr. Downing recog- 
nized the description of himself and the ac- 
count of the conversation. He sprang up, 
saying: My God, they’ve got the wrong 
man, this man is innocent!’’ Mr. Downing 
corroborated his recollection by his memoran- 
dum book, and satisfied himself that Phair 
had ridden with him on the day named, and 
could not have been guilty of the crime of 
which he had been convicted. 

WAITING FOR DEATH. 

But it was 12 o’clock and the condemned 
man was to be hanged in two hours. Mr. 
Downing tried to telegraph to the Governor of 
Vermont in Montpelier, but the operator there 
had gone to dinner. Every office in the State 
was then asked as to the whereabouts of the 
Governor, and the Sheriff at Windsor was in- 
formed by telegraph of the diseovery of new 
evidence in favor of his prisoner, —＋ * to 
communicate with the Governor before hang- 
ing. It was 1:15 o’clock before the Governor 
was heard from at St. Johnsbury. He imme- 
diately telegraphed to the Sheriff, postponing 
the execution until May 4, 1877. 

At 1 o’cloek, Phair, dressed in plain black 
clothes, was —— for the scaffold. He 
was calm and collected, seeming fully resigned 
to his fate. While he was waiting to be con- 
ducted from his cell, the Governor's telegram 
arrived. and his respite was announced to 
him. God be praised!’’ he exclaimed, and 
fainted. 

The reprieve and its surrounding cireum- 
stances Rave attracted much attention in Ver- 
mont. The Supreme Court decided that the 
affidavits submitted, by the er were 
strong enough to warrant a re - investigation of 
the matter.

THE LAST TREATY. 

The last treaty inclhuded other provisions 
than simply those relating to boundary. Chili 
not only retained an interest in some ot the 
guano deposits, but required that Bolivia 
should exempt nitrate from export duty for 
twenty-five years. This was done because 
Chili had granted a charter to the nitrate com- 
‘pany at Antofogasta, the most of whose capi- 
tal belonged to Santiago merchants. 

PERU’S PART IN THE FIGHT. 

For several years past Peru, which also 
has large deposits of nitrate, and charges an 
export duty, has been urzing Bolivia to ignore 
the treaty with Chili. In this Peru has been 
successful, and a few months ago a tax of ten 
cents per quintal (a hundred pounds) was 


| levied on all nitrate exported from Antofo- 


gasta, Mejillones, Cobija and Tocopilla. The 
tax, which amounted to about $90,000, the 
company refused to pay. When an attempt 
was made to arrest the principal offiver of the 
company he took refuge on board a Chilian 
vessel lying in the bay. 

THE TREATY DECLARED VOID. 

The Chilian Government was informed of 
the tax levy, and at once declared that Bolivia 
had broken the treaty, and that it was there- 
fore void. They sent two iron-clads to Auto- 
fogasta, and, as fast as they couldfbe enlisted, 
small companies of soldiers. On the llth of 
last February the Commodore in command of 
the two iron-clads received orders from San- 
tiago to occupy the city and put it under mar- 
tiallaw. This was done on the 13th, without 
any resistance being offered. A city govern- 
ment was organized, and a Mayor, customs 
officer and Postmaster appointed. 

PERU AND BOLIVIA IN ALLIANCE. 

Peru has formed an alliance with Bolivia, in 
order to avenge humiliations inflicted by Chili. 
This allianck was anticipated several months 
ago. It is not improbable that the Argentine 
Republic may also take a hand in the war. 
But then Peru and Bolivia, no doubt,are fully 
able and will severely punish Chili, and before 
long compel her to retreat from the stand she 
has taken. Bolivia, according to recent esti- 
mates, has 2,500,000 inhabitants, and Chili 
2,100,000. If preponderance of race enters 
into the settlement of the qufts- 
tion eof disputed territory, Chili would 
seem entitled to it, for of the 8. 500 inhabitants 
there, 6,500 are Chiliaus and only 1,225 Boli- 
vians. .

building like the Merchants’ Exchange re- 
places twenty dilapidated rookeries; even 
our directory has gone back on us. We not 
only know nothing about our population, 
but we know less than nothing. The first 
thing to be done is to clear away the errors 
and fallacies of years, and make up our 
minds that we honestly want the truth, and 
then maybe we will get it. i 


Tux readers of the Globe-Democrat were 
treated to a genuine sensation this morn- 
ing in the announcement that the dwelling 
houses of the city had been chalk-marked 
ina mysterious and inexplicable manner. 
The first result of the publication was that 
every pater-familias, after reading the pa- 
per, looked at his own front door, and was 
amazed to find his dwelling signed with 
the mysterious seal, and that his neigh- 
bor’s house was similarly decorated. In- 
stead of venturing into conjectures as to the 
origin and explanation of the 
mystery, we content ourselves with giv- 
ing the views of others in our 
focal columns. If the marking was done by 
book-peddlers, it shows a prevalence among 
us of book-peddling which deserves to be 
suppressed at once; if it was an advertising

THE CENSUS QUESTION. 

For the past nine years St. Louis has 
been engaged in a series of ‘“‘Guesses at 
Truth,“ in the question of its population. 
The Government census was accepted-pot 
beeause it was believed to 
have been thorough and exact, but 
because it gave us a larger popu- 
lation than our rival Chicago, and since 
then facts, figures and estimates have been 
handled in a way that indicated, not that 
we wanted the truth, but that we wanted a 
good showing. 

Yet some of the facts and figures have 
been very damaging. Three items espe- 
cially, on which we leaned with trusting 
confidence, have been broken reeds that 
have pierced us with sorrow and shame. 
These three items are the directory names, 
the school census and the mortality returns. 
Ten years ago we had 75,000 names in the 
directory and a population of 290,000; our 
population being just about four times the 
names in the directory. Since then the 
directory has much improved, but in order 
to arrive at our pepulation we are obliged 
to multiply the directory names by five. 

The school census and the mortality ta- 
bles are worse still after several years of 
rapid and gratifying increase in the school 
population. We find ourselves confronted 
with a positive decrease, and the mortality 
tables show that while we claim to have 
nearly doubled in population we have no 
greater number of deaths to report, which 
is simply preposterous. 

What we insist on getting at is the truth, 
no matter whether it is agreeable or dis- 
agreeable. A great many circumstances 
combine to make us believe that the census 
of 1870 was approximately correct, and the 
evidence of our daily experience points to 
a steady and rapid growth of the city 
since then. The built up area has certainly 
increased by fifty per cent and the hard 
times have had the effect here as elsewhere

MR. TILDEN AGAIN. 

In a recent letter just published, Mr. 
Tilden uses the folfowing terse language: 

In 1876 the Démocracy achieved a victory in 
the name and for the sake of reform of Ad- 
ministration, which would restore the Gov- 
ernment in spirit ahd substance as well as in 
to the benign character in which 
it was created by our patriotic 
ancesters.

The wrong to in- 
dividuals becomes insignificant in comparison 
with the crime against the people, against free 
government and all the best hopes of man- 
kind. 

All of which is true, very true. But to 
‘vindicate the right of the people to elective 
self-government” does by no means necessi- 
tate or imply the nomination of Mr. Tilden. 
On the contrary, the people elected him 
once and he utterly failed to discharge the 
duties of the great trust. It is he more 
than any other one man who is really re- 
sponsible for the loss of „the fruits of that 
victory,’’ or the successful performance of 
the „false count of the electoral vote.“ 
When the American people made Samuel 
J. Tilden the President-elect they placed 
the Constitution of the United States into 
his hands and made it his solemn duty to 
preserve and proteet “ the right of elective 
self-government.’’

this evening under the above caption, which— 
referring to the school census taken last Octo- 
ber under my supervision—says: 

It has leaked out, through the clerk hav- 
ing charge of this compilation, that the total 
number of persons then found was but 359, 
000.“ 

This is entirely without foundation. No 
compilation or computation of the total popu- 
lation has ever been made. I was employed 
by the School Board to ascertain only the 
number of school children, or persons of the 
ages of six to twenty, inclusive, and if the 
244 assistants that were employed faithfully 
discharged their duty (and Iam satisfied that 
they did) the report which I made was full 
and accurate. Having made that report, my 
duty ended, but having some curiosity to 
know the total population, (their names having 
been returned to me), and not caring to per- 
form the labor, or incur the expense of going 
through the entire work, I selected six wards 
in different localities and counted them up so 
as to arrive at a basis for an estimate. That 
count gave five persons for each of the children 
between the ages of six to twenty, inclusive. 
The total number of those children as reported 
to the Board was 97,557, which multiplied by 
five cave 487,785 as the total population. 

This I believe to be very nearly accurate 
and do not hesitate to say that its accuracy 
will be verified by the Government census of 
1880. 

The correctness of the basis of this estimate 
has been confirmed quite closely by a recent 
publication of the census of the city of Paris 
for the year 1878, which gives the following 
figures: 


Total population 2,988,806 
Children of the ages of 5 to 21 inclu- 
a 466,270 


The St. Louis school census embraced only 
the children of the ages of 6 to 20 inclusive, 
hence 1-8 or 58.285 must be deducted from 
466,270, leaving 407,985, or 1 te 4.87 
of the total, population of Paris. Adopt- 
ing the Paris basis, therefore, St. Louis 
would have a population of 475,096; 
but I am, convinced that the basis of 
1 to 5 furnished by the six wards counted is 
correct. : 

In concluaion,.I cannot refrain from ex- 
pressing astonishment that efforts should be 
made by citizens of St. Louis to underrate the 
population of the city by calculations, estl-

A Visit to a Dead City. 

{Tunis Correspondence of the Detroit Free Press.! 

Yesterday we visited Carthage, leaving the 
hotel about 10 in the morning. The drive oc- 
cupied two hours, and then we were on the 
ground where, 2,000 years ago, stood a city 
larger than New York and more prosperous. 
Now all that remains is a mass of stones, al- 
most entirely covered with wheat, sown by 
the shepherds for their flocks. Only four ex- 
cavations have been made—the Amphitheater, 
the wells of the city, and Dido’s baths anda 
little of the city walls. Yeu rememberthe 
Bible speaks of the peeple going don into 
the well’’ and ‘‘coming up out of the wellN’ 
I have just seen such an old well. It was 


thirty feet deep and about thirty feet im diam- 
eter. Beginning at the top and going down 
to the bottom were steps winding around in- 
side, where the women went with pails or 
jegs on their heads to draw water. 

We wandered over the site of Carthage for 
an hour or two. Then we began to think of 
lunch. The dragomen knew the old monks 
who kept the chapel, erected to the memory 
of Louis of France over the place where he 
did not die. So we wentthere and they of- 
fered us their dining room. The sun was 
scorching hot, and there was not so mueh as a 
palm tree under which to spead our lunch. 
So we rid ourselves of the romantic idea af 
eating on sacred ground, where Queen Dido 
had stood, and spread our repast a com- 
fortable corner on a table like ‘‘Christian 
dogs, as the Arabs call us.

They were surrounded 
by 2 money could buy; their palaces 
were perfectly magnificent as well as cheir 
wardrobes, but they did not seem happy. 
The husband of one woman, after living with 
her thirty years, has put her aside to marry a 
young girl that she brought up to wait on him. 
He has taken his new wife away and left the 
old one alone in her beautiful palace, so she 
says she prays to die. 

This same man gave a nd ball not long 
ago and invited all the Europeans in Tunis. 
He thought he was exceedingly kind to his 
wives and children in eutting a small hole 
through the wall by which, in turns, they 
were able to see the visitors. The harems of 
the lower classes are rooms with but little 
furniture and only rugs to sit on. But those 
of the wealthy have European furniture, pic- 
tures and works of art. The women sat on 
divans around the sides ef the rooms, but we 
were given chairs and sofas. With all their 
splendor, however, they looked miserable and 
unhappy. They cannot read or write, and 1 
believe they hardly dare think. All the 
women do from morning till night is to rig 
themselves up in their finery, keep it on an 
hour ortwo and then change for something 
else. The house we visited was much the 
same as the others, only there we saw the 
dearest little baby, a month old, dressed in 
blue and white silks, with alittle turban on its 
head.

So the Jury Say About the Killing of 
Charles Bryarton. 


Testimony in Full of De- 
tective Eggs. 


— 


The Coroner’s inquest over the killing of 
Charles Bryarton in Missouri Park last Mon- 
day night closed, late yesterday afternoon. 
The jury returned a verdict to the effect that 
Bryarton was killed by a shot from the pistol 
of Detective Eggs, that the shot was acciden- 
tal and that Eggs was blameless. The testi- 
mony of Detective Eggs was as follows: 

1 am a detective,and have been on the 
force fifteen years, ten years of that time a 
detective. Of late, for three months, have 
been doing duty at the Union Depot, staving 
there the entire day, often as late as 12. Night 
before last it was five minutes after 12 when | 
left. I went, I think, homewards on Eleventh 
street to Market, and thento Twelfth; then 
over to Olive and on Olive to the park. Len- 
tered the park at the southeast entrance to go 
through to St. Charles street. Wher 
] got pear to the center, where 
the seats are on the turn, 
and where the trees make it dark, I wasn’t 
paying much attention to anything, and I had 
my right band in my coat pocket, and my left 
hand in my pocket, too. 1 was walking pretty 
fast. The first thing I noticed was men jump- 
ing up and getting right in front of me. I 
said, ‘‘*Hel!o! what’s this’’’ I was sur- 
prised. One of the fellows, I don’t know 
which, said, We'll show you,’’ at the same 
time two of them grabbing hold of me, one by 
the arm and the other by the lapel. The one 
by the left was Bryarton, the other Carter. 
The third one, Montgomery, came up be- 
hind. McGarry seemed to want to see where 
he could get his work in. This all happened 
very quick. I pulled my pistol out of my 
pocket and bit Carter, at the same time reach- 
ing round and hitting Bryarton across the face 
with the barrel of the pistol. This fellow be- 
hind me I struck at, but don’t know if I hit 
him or not. I said: ‘*You d—d scoundrets, 
you are trying to ws | me up; walk over to 
the station. I] think I said, also, Jam an 
officer.’’ They kinder hung back, as if they 
didn’t want to go, and I said.

I didn’t reload 
it beeause the cartridges were in a drawer, 
and I didn’t want to wake up the folks by 
pulling it open. I went to bed and was there 
three-quarters of an hour, or longer, when 
somebody — ed at the door, waking up my 
wife, Who told me. I went to the window, 
looked out, and saw Officer Shipp there. 
Asked him what was wanted, 
and he said come over to the office. I said 
wait a moment, and I would come down 
stairs. I went down in a few minutes and 
walked over with him, and, at the entrance 
of the Washington Park, on Twelfth and 
Clark avenue, met Detectives Tucker, Rabill, 
Eagan and Willow. From there we went to 
the office, where I received orders to remain 
1 didn’t care to make any 
statement, except to Sergeant Chapman, 
th¢ Chief or the Coroner. I made a 
short staiement to Chapman and the Coroner, 
and requested the latter to make a 
full investigation of the matter. As there have 
been a great many baying why I didn’t come 
to tne Four Courts, I can say only that I felt 
weak, and the first thought which struck me 
wastogohome. I wasn’t scared of having 
done wrong, and don’t think so now. That’s 
about all I have to sav. In answer 
to questions Detective Eggs said: 1 
fired three shots, and twice the ree snapped 
without going off. I was afraid to fire again, 
as I — * want the loads in case I met the 
men again. Those pistolsare not reliable. I 
never pointed the pistol deliberately at any 
time at these men with the iatention of shoot- 
ing any one ofthem. I expected to make the 
arrest without being obliged to shoot if any- 
body came to help me. I bad the right to ar- 
rest them for attacking me. I didn’t know 
the parties before. The affair was as unex- 
pected to me as it would have been to any 
other citizen.
